"Back in the day, we participated fully and enthusiastically in the Travelling Gavel by including a goat, in 
full regalia, to the proceedings. The Gavel and the Goat moved from Lodge to Lodge. It's still whispered, 
with great admiration, at the speed of travel time and the Lodges' active participation that year. Plus the 
goat had the time of it's life. 
All too soon, the Gavel and the Goat returned to Breton. Alas, there was no goat. What Leduc presented to 
the Breton Lodge was box of cut and wrapped meat. After its long and storied adventure the goat had 
passed on. Announcing the goat's demise in this way caused consternation, distress even anguish to our 
Brothers. They searched the ritual book for "Announcing the Death of a Goat". Nothing. 


As the sadness and tension built, our Leduc brothers finally let it slip that the animal was very much alive 


and well. The goat was brought into the meeting to raucous laughter. Faith in our Leduc brothers was 
duly restored. 


Years later the perpetrator, who was a butcher by trade, told one of our members what was in the meat 
wrap. Nothing more than pieces of wood. 
The retelling of this saga still makes us chuckle over 50 years on."
